WASHINGTON! More than 27 million people 
have been victims of identity theft in the last 
five years, the Federal Trade Commission 
said Wednesday. 

The FTC released a survey showing that 
in the last year alone, 9.9 million people were 
victims of identity theft, costing them $5 
billion and businesses and financial insti- 
tutions almost $48 billion. 

The figures were extrapolated from a ran- 


dom survey of 4,057 adults, the agency said. 

Identity theft occurs when someone gets 
information on another person — credit card 
numbers and checking account information, 
for example — and uses it to make purchases 
or otherwise pretend to be someone else. 

Credit card fraud was the most common 
form of identity theft last year, accounting 
for 42 percent of the complaints to the FTC, 
followed by bank and utility fraud, (ap) 


President 
Bends on 
U.N. Role 

White House looks for 
friends in rebuilding Iraq 

WASHINGTON I Shifting tactics and reach- 
ing out for help, the Bush administration 
offered on Wednesday to share with the 
United Nations the long- dominant U.S. 
role in Iraq’s post-war reconstruction. 

Secretary of State Colin Powell described 
the effort as “essentially putting the Security 
Council in the game,” and European gov- 
ernments reacted favorably to the revised 
U.S. approach. 

France, which led oppo- 
sition to the war on Iraq, 
said a new UN. resolution 
proposed by the United 
States should ensure that 
political power will be 
transferred quickly to an 
internationally recog- 
nized Iraqi government to 
help restore peace. 

Under the resolution, American com- 
manders would remain in charge of peace- 
keeping operations in Iraq, but there, too, 
“we are asking the international community 
to join us even more than they have in the 
past,” Powell said. 

The resolution maybe ready for submission 
to the Security Council next week, he said. 
U.S. Ambassador John Negroponte circu- 
lated a draft to other U.N. ambassadors in 
New York, and Powell said initial reactions 
were positive, barry schweid (ap)

U.S. Seeks Three-Year 
Delay in Weapons Timeline 

The United States said Wednesday 
it will not meet an April 2004 dead- 
line for destroying 45 percent of 
its chemical weapons stockpile. 
The Pentagon said it has asked 
the world body that governs the 
destruction requirement for a 
delay until December 2007. The 
Chemical Weapons Convention 
of 1997 set a 2007 deadline for 
the United States, Russia, India 
and South Korea — declared pos- 
sessors — to destroy their chemi- 
cal weapons. The 45 percent mile- 
stone was to be reached by 2004. (ap)

A 6 -year- old boy was mauled to 
death by two pit bulls owned by his 
uncle.

Hill Executed for 


Abortion 

Former minister 
urged abortion foes 
to proteet unborn 

STARKE, FLA. | Paul Hill, a former 
minister who said he murdered an 
abortion doctor to save the lives 
of unborn babies, was executed 
Wednesday by injection. He was the 
first person put to death in the United 
States for anti- abortion violence. 

Hill, 49, was condemned for the 
July 29, 1994 , shooting deaths of Dr. 
John Bayard Britton and his body- 
guard, retired Air Force Lt. Col. 
James Herman Barrett, and the 
wounding of Barrett’s wife outside 
the Ladies Center in Pensacola. 


Slaying 

As he has since the slaying. Hill 
showed no remorse and urged abor- 
tion foes to use whatever means to 
protect the unborn. 

“If you believe abortion is a lethal 
force, you should oppose the force and 
do what you have to do to stop it,” 
Hill said as he laid strapped to a gur- 
ney in the execution chamber. “May 
God help you to protect the unborn 
as you would want to be protected.” 

Death penalty opponents and oth- 
ers had urged Bush to halt the exe- 
cution, some of them warning Hill’s 
death would make him a martyr and 
unleash more violence against abor- 
tion clinics. The governor said he 
would not be “bullied” into stopping 
the execution, ron word (ap) 


Energy Dept. Starts Gas Prices Probe 


Inquiry will examine 
what fueled reeord 
gasoline priee hikes 

WASHINGTON | The Energy Depart- 
ment is investigating whether price 
gouging was involved in the unusu- 
ally large gasoline price jumps that 
followed the Northeast power black- 
out and continued through the Labor 
Day weekend. 

Energy Secretary Spencer 
Abraham told lawmakers complain- 


ing about the skyrocketing prices 
at gas pumps that the department 
began an inquiry this week to deter- 
mine whether factors 
other than normal 
market conditions 
played a role in the 
price increases. If 
irregularities are 
found, the informa- 
tion could be turned 
over to the Justice Department or the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

Gasoline prices, on a national 


average, reached a record $1.75 
cents a gallon last week, jumping 
more than 12 cents a gallon from 
the week before. In some areas, 
drivers reported price increases of 
a dime a gallon overnight. 

Abraham told a House hearing 
on the electricity blackout that while 
gasoline prices normally increase 
ahead of the heavily traveled Labor 
Day weekend, the recent price spikes 
“struck me as being unusually large,” 
prompting a decision to look into the 
matter, h. josef hebert (ap) 


Ridge: U.S. Still 
Al Qaeda Target 

WASHINGTON | Despite reversals 
around the world, al Qaeda remains 
intent on launching a new terror- 
ist strike inside the United States, 
Homeland Security Secretary Tom 
Ridge said Wednesday. 

“We are still their No. 1 target,” 
he said, adding the group has an 
“interest in undermining the United 
States economy.” 

Ridge, who is overseeing the 
largest reorganization of the fed- 
eral government in 50 years, said 
he believes that enhanced domestic 
security since Sept. 11 has caused al 
Qaeda to alter its operations, (ap)

Explosive that killed 
Erie man is unusual in 
United States, EBI says 

E R I E , P A . I FBI agents said the bomb 
locked to the neck of a pizza delivery- 
man who told police he was forced to 
rob a bank is a type unusual in the 
United States. 

FBI spokesman Bill Crowley 
confirmed a statement Wednesday 
by agent Kenneth McCabe that the 
device was of a kind he had heard 
of only once, in Bogota, Colombia. 
Crowley also confirmed that a sec- 
ond weapon was found in connec- 
tion with the bank robbery. 

The bomb that killed Brian 


Douglas Wells was secured with a 
metal collar and lock that FBI offi- 
cials do not believe was commercially 
manufactured. 

McCabe, chief of the FBI’s 
Pittsburgh office, told ABC that the 
second weapon was “a sort of a gun.” 

Investigators are still trying to 
determine whether Wells, 46, was a 
willing participant in the bank rob- 
bery last Thursday. 

After police surrounded him. 
Wells said he had a bomb strapped 
to him and that someone — he appar- 
ently did not say who — had started 
a timer on the bomb and forced him 
to rob the bank. While waiting for 
a bomb squad to arrive, the bomb

Strike Shakes Up First

NEW HAVEN, CONN. | The first day of 
classes at Yale University was a les- 
son in frustration for Erica Newbury.

As the strike entered its second 
week, university and union leaders 
met for about two hours in informal 
negotiations.

Thousands of members of Locals 
34 and 35 ofthe Hotel Employees and 
Restaurant Employees International 
went on strike a week ago, seeking 
new contracts with larger pensions, 
higher wages and improved job secu- 
rity.

Nuclear 
Security 
Hikes Ut^ed 

Operators warned to 
watch for effects of 
Internet infections 

WASHINGTON | Government regu- 
lators are warning nuclear plant 
operators about computer outages 
caused by Internet infections, con- 
firming disruptions of two impor- 
tant internal systems in January 
at a nuclear power plant already 
shut down. 

The Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission said safety was not 
compromised at the Davis-Besse 
nuclear power plant along Lake 
Erie in Ohio, partly because 
the plant was shut down in 
February 2002 after workers 
found a hole in the 6 -inch-thick 
steel cap covering the plant’s reac- 
tor vessel. 

In an information notice dis- 
closed Tuesday, the commission 
urged operators of the nation’s 
103 nuclear plants to take steps 
to prevent similar problems. The 
government did not make these 
steps mandatory although outside 
computer experts said the recom- 
mendations were common sense.

Hormone Cuts Food Intake in Obese 


Giving overweight people an extra 
dose of a hormone that tells the 
brain when to stop eating appears 
to curb their appetites by nearly a 
third, pointing to a potential new 
treatment for obesity. 

The researchers at Imperial 
College London had previously 
shown that the hormone could sup- 
press the appetites of lean people. 
But they worried it would not work 
in obese people. 

“We had to do a second trial to 
see if obese people were as sensi- 
tive” to the hormone, said researcher 
Dr. Stephen R. Bloom. The answer: 


“Yes, they are. They’re just as sensi- 
tive as thin people.” 

In the small study, both obese 
and lean people ate about 30 per- 
cent less from a buffet lunch after 
they were given a dose of the hor- 
mone, PYY3-36, to trick the brain 
into thinking they had already 
eaten. The research also showed 
lower natural levels of PYY in the 
obese, which may explain why 
they are hungrier and overeat. 
Bloom said. 

The findings are published in 
Thursday’s New England Journal 
of Medicine, (ap) 


BRAIN TEASER 

A new study says the hormone 
PYY tricked participants’ brains 
into suppressing their appetites: 

Obese people ate 30 percent 
fewer calories after a PYY dose 
than they did after a placebo. 

Lean people ate 31 percent 
less after PYY treatment. 

The PYY continued to curb 
their appetites for 12 hours. 

The PYY did not affect food 
consumption from 12to 24 hours 
after the treatment. 

Normal PYY levels were lower 
in the obese than in the lean. 


Fla. Man Arrested 
In Web Porn Case 

N E w YO R K I Federal agents Wednes- 
day arrested a man they say runs 
Web sites that exploit misspellings 
by computer users to direct chil- 
dren looking for Disneyland or the 
Teletubbies to explicit sex instead. 

Officials said it was the first pros- 
ecution in the nation under a provi- 
sion of the new Amber Alert legis- 
lation that makes it a crime to use 
a misleading Web address to draw 
children to pornography. The pro- 
vision calls for a prison sentence of 
up to four years. 


John Zuccarini, 53, was arrested 
at a motel in Hollywood, Fla., where 
authorities believe he had been liv- 
ing for months. 

Zuccarini registered thou- 
sands of Internet addresses and 
was earning up to $1 million per 
year off them — much of it from 
sex sites that paid him when he sent 
Web users their way, US. Attorney 
James Comey said. 

The trick: Zuccarini used real, 
popular Web addresses, but with 
omitted or transposed letters, 
officials say. Computer users who 
misspelled or mistyped a Web 
address often ended up in a porn 
site instead, (ap)

Poles Control Part of Iraq 


U.S. cedes military 
command in area 
south of Baghdad 

BABYLON, IRAQ I The United States, 
eager to share security duties in 
Iraq, handed military control 
over a large swath of the country 
to a Polish commander Wednesday 
during a ceremony in the ruins of 
an amphitheater built by Alexander 
the Great. 

Military control was passed to 
the Poles in a 31,000 -square mile 
belt of Iraq south of Baghdad. 

However, Secretary of State 
Colin Powell said the area in and 
around Najaf, the holiest Shiite city 
in Iraq, will be turned over “once 
things settle down a little bit.” 

Lt. Gen. Ricardo Sanchez, com- 


mander of coalition forces in Iraq, 
said Marines would be needed in 
Najaf for at least two more weeks. 
He said the Americans would 
review the situation in mid-month, 
and hoped then to hand the city 
over to a Spanish brigade from the 
international force. 

The Polish military is leading 
the 9,500 -strong international 
force that includes troops from 21 
countries. In addition to U.S. and 
British forces, there already were 
small forces from seven other 
nations. 

Seventeen countries are pro- 
viding soldiers to the internation- 
al force for the south- central part of 
the country. Andrew England (ap) 


OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 

In Brussels, Belgium, the U.S. 
and other donors pushed ahead 
with plansto channel billions of 
dollars in reconstruction aid to 
Iraq through afund independent 
of the U.S. -led administration. 

In Najaf, the brother of slain 
Ayatollah Mohammed Baqiral- 
Hakim said Shiite Muslims would 
notattackthe U.S. -led occu- 
pation force, but he suggested 
his Badr Brigade had rearmed 
against U.S. orders — in order, 
he said, to “defend ourselves.” 

Baghdad’s police chief said he 
did not believe he was the target 
of a car bombing on Tuesday.

Palestinian Parliament

Thursday to sum up his first 100 
days in office, a period marked 
by somewhat reduced violence 
but also disappointment over a 
lack of movement in implement- 
ing the U.S. -backed “road map” 
peace plan. 

Abbas’s report will be debated, 
but legislators said a confidence vote 
is not expected for at least another

Fighting Abates Between

Afghan officials claimed victory 
Wednesday after a 9 -day siege by 
U.S and Afghan troops against sus- 
pected Taliban fighters in a region 
of mountains and caves of southern 
Afghanistan.

Meet the JetSkins 



Will Washington’s 
raid on New York pay 
dividends in opener? 

FREE AGENCY I Randy Thomas, 
Laveranues Coles, Chad Morton 
and John Hall got together for 
dinner one night and contemplat- 
ed their unique group fate. 

They are the JetSkins, the 
four free agents the Washington 
Redskins attained from the New 
York Jets. The NFL, knowing a good 
story when it sees one, scheduled 
the two teams to meet in tonight’s 
game at 9 p.m. on ABC. 

Thomas and Hall were snagged 
on the first weekend of free agency, 
with Thomas getting $28 million 
over seven years to play guard and 
Hall signing a five-year, $7 million 
deal to be the kicker. Receiver Coles 
followed with a seven-year, $35 mil- 
lion deal, and kick returner Morton 
needed to go to arbitration with the 
Jets before signing his five-year, $8 
million contract. 

Throughout training camp, the 
ex-Jets quartet have been asked 
about their common New Yorkbond 
nearly as often as what they’ll be 
doing with the Redskins. Their tact 
has been mostly impeccable. 

The exception has been Coles, 
who was critical of the Jets and has 
made it clear this game is a hassle 
he could do without. 

The real rivalry, however, has 


developed between the front offices. 
The Redskins say they weren’t tar- 
geting the Jets, but New York had 
the players they needed. 

Even so. Jets general manag- 
er Terry Bradway said Redskins 
owner Dan Snyder overpaid for 
Coles, and Morton ended up in 
D.C. only after New York’s match- 
ing offer was thrown out on a tech- 
nicality by the arbitrator, who just 
happened to be a Redskins season- 
ticket holder. Joseph white (ap)

BY THE NUMBERS: Stephen 
Davis, released in the 
offseason, was the only 
Redskin in history to run for 
1,000 yards in three straight seasons. 


NFC EAST I The Philadelphia Eagles 
began last season with only one 
acceptable goal, reaching the Super 
Bowl after losing in the NFC title 
game the year before. 

They fell a game short again 
and try once more with dimin- 
ished odds. They have been weak- 
ened by free -agent defections and 
the New York Giants are ready to 
challenge for the NFC East. 

The Eagles can remain competi- 
tive as long as Donovan McNabb is 
the quarterback. He was runner-up 
for league MVP in his second season 
and would have contended last year 


if he hadn’t been hurt. The biggest 
problems could be leaks on what has 
been one of the NFL’s best defenses 
after linebacker Shawn Barber and 
end Hugh Douglas departed. 

The Giants probably have their 
best offense in more than 30 years. 
Last year, Kerry Collins threw for 
4,073 yards. Tiki Barber ran for 
1,387, and rookie tight end Jeremy 
Shockey had 74 receptions. 

The defense isn’t what it 
once was, although tackle Keith 
Hamilton is back from an injury 
and Michael Strahan still seems in 
top form. Special teams have been 


upgraded with punter Jeff Feagles 
and return man Brian Mitchell. 

The Redskins, 7-9 last season, 
could surprise. Steve Spurrier has 
some good players, but there are 
problems on the defensive line and 
an quarterback Patrick Ramsey is 
inexperienced. 

After three straight 5-11 sea- 
sons, Bill Parcells has instilled a 
new work ethic into the Cowboys 
and decided to go with the elusive 
Quincy Carter at quarterback. 
But Parcells has never won much 
his first season with new teams.

THEOWNERl Jon Jansen was draft- 
ed by the Washington Redskins the 
same year Dan Snyder bought the 
team. Each year, the right tackle 
has seen the season start with a new 
plan that was supposed to make the 
franchise great again. 

After four chaotic years, it’s time 
to summon faith in yet another 
Snyder blueprint — the so-called 
“three -year plan.” 

Snyder has gone 
spending on aging 
stars like Deion 
Sanders to giving 
control to Marty 
Schottenheimer to 
relying on Steve 
Spurrier’s notion 
that the Fun ’n’ Gun 
offense works with so-so talent. 

For 2003, however, the early evi- 
dence shows the new plan might 
have enough football sense. Snyder 
was aggressive during free agency, 
making nine signings, but most of 
the new players are rising stars. 

Laveranues Coles, Trung 
Canidate, Randy Thomas and 
Dave Fiore were part of a spending 
spree that will surround quarter- 
back Patrick Ramsey. John Hall and 
Chad Morton were added to help 
the special teams, and Matt Bowen, 
Regan Upshaw and Brandon Noble 
were big signings for the defense. 

But the plan has not run flaw- 
lessly. The Redskins cut Dan 
Wilkinson on the second day of 
training camp without a replace- 
ment. Then Noble went out for the 
season with a knee injury. 

Snyder himself was quiet during 
the summer, turning down inter- 
views while he grieved over the loss 
of his father in May. 

It’s now time for the season, 
though, and the Redskins future 
rests on the patience of two peo- 
ple renowned for their impatience: 
Snyder and Spurrier, who is known 
for giving quarterbacks a quick

Up Is Down in New NFL 


Parity, injuries 
have made for an 
unpredictable league 


PRO FOOTBALL I Since 1999, one 
sure development in the NFL has 
been a dramatic move from bot- 
tom to top and top to bottom. In 
2003, the trend might end, simply 
because there were few teams bad 
enough in 2002 to make a shock- 
ing upward move. 

Twenty-four of the 32 were 7-9 
or better and the eight that weren’t 
don’t seem equipped to win now — 
not even Dallas or Detroit, where 
new coaches Bill Parcells and Steve 
Mariucci are proven winners. 

In the past five years, nine dif- 
ferent teams have made the Super 
Bowl. The Rams were the only 
repeaters, winning the title after 
the ’99 season and losing in 2001 to 
New England. Despite a 7-9 season 
last year, they’re one of the favor- 
ites again with Kurt Warner having 
recovered from his injuries. 

Still, a lot depends on the injury 
gods and scheduling in a league that 



expected to carry the Falcons with 
his mobility and arm, will miss at 
least the first four games. 

The injury is similar to the one 
last year to Philadelphia’s Donovan 
McNabb, who missed six weeks. 

The Packers are one of those 
teams that prove the importance 
of scheduling in the second sea- 
son of the new format of eight 
four-team divisions. They were 
an overinflated 12-4 last year in 
an NFC North where the other 
three teams combined to win just 
13 of their 48 games. 

Conversely, a strong division can 
be trouble for anyone who wants a 
wild-card berth. 

Last year, for example, all 
four AFC East teams were .500 
or better and so was the entire 
AFC West. One reason to like the 
Rams this year is that their non- 
division games are against the 
NFC and AFC North, two of the 
league’s weakest divisions on paper.

a good part of the season when he 
broke and dislocated his left wrist 
last Saturday. Atlanta suffered a 
major setback early when quarter- 
back Michael Vick broke his leg in 
an exhibition game. Vick, who was

‘Tuna’ is known 
for turning around 
struggling franchises 

P R 0 F I L E I The flier sent to prospec- 
tive Dallas Cowboys ticket buyers 
shows the new coach smiling wide- 
ly next to the catch phrase, “It’s Big 
Time.” 

The soundtrack to the team’s 
TV commercials is “Wedding Bell 
Blues,” featuring the hook line, 
“Marry me Bill.” 

At the training camp kickoff 
party in San Antonio, the loudest 
introduction by far was for the sixth 
head coach in team history, the first 
ever hired with NFL head coaching 
experience — the one a fan had in 
mind when she spent $75 on a per- 
sonalized Dallas Cowboys license 
plate that reads, “TUNA.” 

“I’m not the star,” Bill Parcells 
protests. “I’m the coach.”

Yeah, right. 

The arrival of Bill Parcells has 
Cowboys players, employees and 
fans more excited than they’ve been 
since Jimmy Johnson was putting 
together a squad that would win 
three Super Bowls in four years. 

Johnson left in 1994 in a power 
struggle with team owner Jerry 
Jones. Successor Barry Switzer won 
a championship his second season, 
but the Cowboys have been crum- 
bling ever since. 

Late last season, Jones finally 
realized he couldn’t keep doing 
things his way. He needed a strong 
coach, not a perceived puppet like 
Switzer, Chan Gailey and Dave 
Campo. 

Just when Jones was ready to 
swallow his pride, open his wallet 
and let the franchise take on a new 
front man, he heard Parcells — an 
ESPN announcer last year — was 
interested. 


A winner everywhere he’s 
been, Parcells specializes in turn- 
arounds. He’d been away for two 
years and wanted back in. The 
Cowboys intrigued him because 
of the glory that would come with 
reviving “America’s Team.” 

It won’t be easy. Dallas has yet to 
adequately replace Troy Aikman or 
Emmitt Smith and there are ques- 
tions about both lines — and about 
Jones’s meddling ways. 

This season, which Parcells will 
use to lay a foundation, the sched- 
ule is tough, even without having 
to face Michael Vick in the opener 
Sept. 7 against Atlanta. 

“My challenge in coaching is to 
get my team to play to its poten- 
tial the way I perceive it to be,” said 
Parcells, who signed a four-year 
contract worth roughly $17 million. 
“That’s the way I always judge it. I 
don’t care what anybody else thinks
